5. Several OC instructors have felt that one of the four seminar 

groups in that course was significantly weaker thantheother three . 
Hfig U^^ arought this matter to the attention of and aske25X1 A9A 

for a check of information available on this group. Using the test data 
available for most of the students. Bill compared groups on three 

variables and came up with an interesting, if tentative, conclusion. 

The "poor" seminar group is on the average a considerably less dominant 
group than the others and appears to have much less need for reward than 
do the other groups. Seminar groups were formed initially on the basis 
of EETB findings, but the variables Bill was using at the beginning' of the 
course for discrimination do not appear to have resulted in as equal 
groups as dividing on the basi s of Dominanc e and Rewards alone might.
